HE 7th, abouc Midnight, the Befieged 
made a Sally ; which being unexpected by 
us,they prefently made themfelves Mafters 
of the Head of the Trenches, the Troops 
we had pofted there being diflodg’d from 

thence, with the Loks. of 10 Men kill’d, about as ma- 
ny taken Prifoners, and 45 wounded ; However the 
Enemy were foon beaten back to the Covert-Way, 
by a ftrong Detachment of Horfe that was made 
to advance with all poffible Diligence. We don’t 
know the Lofs they fuffer’d in this Action, becaufe 
they carried with them into the Town all their kill'd 
and wounded ; but we took one of their Soldiers, 
a Dutchman, who being immediately examin’d, faid 
the Prince of Heffe Darmftad had caus’d very deep 
and wide Trenches to bedug behind all thofe Parts of 
the Place in which we had made Breaches. The 8th 
a Portuguefe Deferter confirm’d what the Dutch Pri- 
foner had {aid ; adding, that the Garrifon had had no 
Pay in 5 Weeks, and that it had occafion’d greac 
Murmuring among them. About Noon, Advice was 
brought, that 9 Ships appear’d off Cape Sparel, but 
that it could not be difcover'd what Nation they 
were of ; the Marfhal de Theffe prefently gave No- 
tice of it to the Baron de Pointis, who had not been 
able to do any thing with his Squadron againft the 
Town, becaufe of the bad Weather. The 9th in the 
Morning 4 of the Enemy’s Ships with a Bark, were 
feen coming from the Weftward and ftanding along 
the Coaft of Africk. Whereupon the Baron de Poin- 
tis ftood out of the Bay towards them, with 6 of his 
Ships, foon took the Bark, and gave Chace to the 
Men of War, The roth 7 Pieces of heavy Cannon 
brought from Cadix, were landed ; That Day we 
began to cannonade and bombard the Place very vi- 
oroufly; and the Marfhal de Theffe view'd all our 
orks with great Exactnefs. To Day, the 11th, the 
Baron de Pointis is return’d into the Bay with his 6 
Ships, not having been able to get up with thofe of 
the Enemy, who retir'd under the Cannon of Tan- 
gier; Weare now advanc'd within 15 Paces of the 
Covert-Way : Bur the bad Weather which continues, 
hinders our approaching fo vigoroufly as is requifite, 
and fatigues and difpirits our Troops. 
_ From the Paris Gazette, dated April 4. 
Madrid, March 20. "Tis advis’'d from the Camp 
before Gibraltar, that the continuance of the bad 
Weather, it having rain’d 6 Days together without 
Intermitlion, had retarded the Works begun for per- 
fecting the Atracks ; and that the Artillery and Am- 
munition brought from Cadix, Barcelona, and elfe- 
where, could not be landed without a great Deal of 
Trouble. However, the Courage of the Soldiers a- 
nimated by their Officers has furmounted thefe Diffi- 
culties, and the 11th of this Month; all the Cannon 
were not only landed, but moft of them were plac’d 
on the Batteries. They wait ftill for fome Veffels 
from Cadix laden with. Powder. The 8th at 11a

the Befieged fire very much, the Befiegers had fuffer’d 
but little Lofs in 8 Days. 

From the Paris Gazette, dated April 4. 
From the Camp before Verue, March 21. Since the 
Enemy retreated from Crefcentino, the Duke of Ven- 
dome has caus’d the battering of Verue to be conti- 
nued, particularly with a Battery of 4 Guns that is 
rais'd on the Left Baftion of the Fort on the ifland, 
which plays athwart the Donjon, and incommodes 
the Befieged extremely. They are likewife very 
much incommoded by the Stones. and Bombs thrown 
in by our Mortars, one of which Bombs blowing up 
4 Barrels of Powder, kill’d 7 of their Men, and 
wounded 5 or 6. The Duke of Vendome has been 
unwilling to caufe a general Affault to be made, be- 
caufé he is inform’d by Deferters, by the Inhabitants 
of Crefcentino, and by other Advices, that the Be- 
fieged were in Want of Provifions, being allow'd bur 
halfithe Quantity of Bread they us’d to have daily ; 


‘nor can they be allow’d even that longer than this 


Month. The Garrifon would have. wrn’d out their 
ufelefs Mouths, but the Duke of Vendome caus'd 
them to be driven back into the Place, and has dug 
a Trench round to prevent the Garrifon's efcaping. 
In the Mean time he lets his Troops reft, afver the 
Fatigues they have endur'd in a very difficult ‘Siege, 
during a very hard Winter, with extraordinary Pati- 
ence. He has order'd a Bridge to be laid over the 
Po, above Verue, and it isto be ready to morrow. 

The Befieged fire from 2 Pieces of Cannon only. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated April! 11. 

Deterters 
now report, that the Befieged muft of Neceffity be 
oblig’d to yield up the Place by the beginning of 
next Month, for want.of Provifions ; in Expectation 
of which we forbear all Action. The Qvarrers in- 
to which our Foot are to march after this Place is 
taken, are already appointed ; and ‘tis talk’d thar 
when the Recruits and Reinforcements we expect 

are arriv’d, our Army will march rowards Turin.
